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FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction. — The  Board  of  Managers  are  grate- 
ful to  a kind  Providence  for  the  blessings  which  have 
been  vouchsafed  the  school  during  its  many  years  of 
active  and  successful  work,  and  they  feel  confident  that 
under  Divine  guidance  means  will  be  found  to  meet  the 
present  financial  difficulties  which  the  School  for  the 
Blind,  in  common  with  most  educational  institutions,  is 
now  experiencing. 

The  School  has  been,  and  is,  doing  a great  work  for 
the  blind  youth  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
foundland, and  your  Board  feel  certain  that  the  Govern- 
ments and  Legislatures  of  the  several  provinces  inter- 
ested, and  the  many  friends  of  those  deprived  of  sight, 
will  not  be  content  to  allow  the  work  to  become  impaired 
and  the  usefulness  of  the  school  curtailed  for  lack  of  the 
financial  support  of  which  at  present  it  stands  in  so  much 
need. 

Superintendent’s  Report. — It  is  gratifying  to  note 
by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  that  notwithstading 
the  many  changes  in  the  teaching  staff,  the  work  of  the 
school  has  progressed  smoothly  and  effectively  and  that 
in  the  several  departments  of  the  institution  the  work  is 
being  carried  on  with  energy  and  efficiency. 

The  advent  of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind  in  Halifax  has  been  welcomed  by  your  Board, 
as  the  workshop  established  by  its  Maritime  Division 
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will,  it  is  hoped,  provide  employment  to  a number  of  the 
graduates  of  the  school  and  likewise  broaden  the  work 
among  the  adult  blind  which  as  a school  we  could  not 
well  undertake.  Your  Board  note  with  pleasure  that 
three  graduates  of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Messrs.  H. 
B.  Campbell,  S.  R.  Hussey  and  A.  A.  Archibald  have 
been  appointed  superintendents  of  territorial  divisions 
of  the  National  Insitute,  that  Simon  Chisholm,  a former 
pupil  of  this  school  has  been  selected  as  supervisor  of 
the  Halifax  Workship,  and  that  Miss  Lexie  Penny  and 
Miss  Alma  Campbell,  both  graduates  of  this  school,  have 
been  appointed  to  responsible  positions  as  home  teachers. 

Our  Household. — The  school  is  fortunate  in  being 
thoroughly  organized  not  only  from  an  educational 
standpoint  but  from  the  standpoint  of  hosuehold  efficien- 
cy and  economy. 

In  the  ordinary  family  it  is  readily  admitted  that 
that  under  present  circumstances  the  difficulties  of  house- 
hold administration  have  been  doubled  and  in  many 
cases  trebled  during  the  past  few  years.  What  is  true 
of  the  ordinary  family  is  equally  true  of  an  insitution. 
Tt  has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  secure  domestic 
officials  who  could  deal  effectively  under  present  condi- 
tions, and  it  has  also  been  found  next  to  impossible  to 
secure  competent  domestic  help.  The  unrest  which  is 
so  frequently  featured  in  the  public  press  is  only  too 
painfully  apparent  to  those  who  are  conducting  an  insti- 
tution of  this  character.  It  is  bad  enough  to  have  to 
meet  the  altogether  too-rapid  advance  in  wages  but  when 
to  this  is  added  frequent  changes  and  ineffective  service, 
it  adds  not  a little  to  the  anxiety  of  those  responsible 
for  the  well-being  of  the  household.  At  the  same  time 
notwithstanding  these  drawbacks  your  Board  is  pleased 
to  state  that  the  staff  and  pupils  are  well  housed  and  well 
and  comfortably  fed  and  that  every  effort  is  made  to 
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make  the  life  within  the  school  as  homelike  and  as  en- 
joyable as  possible. 

Repairs  to  buildings. — The  repairs  to  our  buildings 
which  were  so  seriously  damaged  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
plosion in  1917,  have  at  length  been  completed  and  both 
our  residence  and  school  building  have  undergone 
thorough  renovation.  These  repairs  were  carefully 
supervised  by  Mr.  William  Horton,  architect,  and  only 
work  that  was  absolutely  necessary  was  carried  out. 
The  cost  of  these  repairs  will  probably  reach  $23,000.00, 
and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  Halifax 
Relief  Commission  will  deal  generously  with  the  school 
and  will  at  an  early  date  put  us  in  a position  to  meet 
the  heavy  responsibilities  imposed  upon  us  by  these 
repairs. 

Maintenance. — During  the  past  few  years  your 
Board  has  found  the  income  of  the  school  quite  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  current  expenses.  Two  years  ago  we 
appealed  to  the  Governments  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland  to  increase  the  grants  per  pupil  so 
that  we  might  be  able  to  maintain  the  school  in  its  pre- 
sent state  of  efficiency.  The  several  governments  in- 
terested made  a generous  response  by  increasing  the  per 
capitum  grant  fifty  dollars  which  was  equal  to  an 
increase  of  twenty  per  cent.  Unfortunately  the  cost 
of  maintaince  of  the  school  in  the  past  two  years  has 
increased  upwards  of  forty  per  cent  so  that  we  find  our- 
selves in  the  same  impecunious  position  as  formerly.  This 
is  a question  with  which  the  incoming  Board  will  have 
to  deal  in  some  effectual  manner.  We  do  not  feel  that 
we  can  be  held  responsible  for  the  advance  in  prices  of 
commodities  and  labor  which  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  war  and  the  explosion,  but  we  feel  that  in  justice 
to  the  work  which  we  have  in  hand  it  is  not  expedient 
that  we  should  have  added  to  our  ordinary  responsibil- 
ities the  added  anxiety  of  financing  the  school. 
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Superintendent. — Our  Superintendent’s  report 
shows  very  clearly  that  the  present  condition  of  the  school 
is  most  satisfactory  and  that  as  always  he  endeavors 
in  every  possible  way  to  maintain  its  high  standard  of 
excellence,  devoting  his  time,  energies  and  talents 
towards  the  advancement  of  the  institution. 

While  with  him  we  regret  that  several  of  our  oldest 
and  most  efficient  teachers  have  resigned  to  take  other 
positions  in  connection  with  the  training  of  the  blind 
in  Canada,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  this  fact  in  itself  is 
a tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  training  which  they 
have  received  at  the  institution  under  the  guidance  of 
our  'Superintendent. 

For  some  years  we  have  been  endeavouring  to  secure 
an  assistant  for  our  Superintendent,  one  who  would  be 
capable  of  relieving  Sir  Frederick  of  some  of  his  many 
arduous  duties,  and  we  have  been  most  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  Chesley  Allen  in  this 
capacity.  He  has  already  abundantly  proved  himself 
a capable  and  well  equipped  teacher  and  official. 

Acknowledgements. — Your  Board  gratefully  ack- 
nowledge the  donations  received  during  the  year  and  can 
assure  the  donors  that  their  gifts  were  very  fully 
appreciated. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Managers  are  due  Doc- 
tors L.  M.Silver,  P.  A.  McDonald,  M.  A.  MacAulay, 
attending  physicians,  and  Doctor  E.  A.  Kirkpatrick, 
Opthalmic  Surgeon.  These  gentlemen  have  given  their 
professional  services  to  the  pupils  without  charge,  and 
deserve  the  gratitude  of  the  friends  and  supporters  of 
the  .school  . 

To  the  Press  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
foundland  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  all  they  have 
done  and  are  doing  for  the  school  and  for  its  graduates. 
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The  Board  of  Managers  desire  to  thank  all  those 
who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  the 
pupils  by  admitting  them  to  concerts,  lectures  and  other 
entertainments,  and  by  timely  help  in  forwarding  the 
Christmas  festivities  and  holiday  outings.

Superintendent’s  Report 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen: — The  table  of  attendance  herewith  sub- 
mitted shows  that  152  blind  persons  have  been  under 
instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom  86  were  males 
and  66  females.  Of  these  29  graduated  or  remained  at 
home,  making  the  total  number  registered  December  1st, 
1919,  123,  of  whom  66  are  males  and  57  females.  Of 
these  76  are  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  23  from 
New  Brunswick,  4 from  Prince  Edward  Island  and  18 
from  Newfoundland.

The  School. — The  school  year  has  been  marked  by 
steady  work  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils, 
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and  the  progress  made  lias  been  most  satisfactory. 
A number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel 
of  the  staff  to  which  I would  call  special  attention. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Hussey,  supervisor  of  the  school  depart- 
ment, who  had  been  a member  of  the  staff  for  twenty- 
six  years,  resigned  his  position  in  October  last  to  ac- 
cept the  superintendency  of  the  Manitoba  and  Saskatche- 
wan Division  of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind.  Mr.  Hussey  was  an  excellent  teacher  and 
the  loss  of  his  experienced  and  intelligent  instruction  as 
a teacher  of  the  blind  is  greatly  to  be  regretted.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  know  that  Mr.  Hus- 
sey has  been  chosen  to  fill  his  present  responsible  and 
important  position  in  Winnipeg.  Miss  M.  Dickson  has 
been  appointed  mathematical  teacher  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
Hussey  and  provision  has  been  made  for  the  general  sup- 
ervision of  the  class  work  of  the  department. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Campbell,  principal  of  the  musical  depart- 
ment, and  Miss  Florence  Clancy,  an  experienced  teacher 
in  the  same  department,  resigned  their  positions  in  June 
last.  Mr.  Campbell,  who  is  a graduate  of  the  school  and 
a well  trained  musician,  occupied  his  position  with  signal 
success  for  seventeen  years.  His  resignation  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  appointed  superintendent  of 
the  Maritime  Division  of  the  Canadian  National  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind,  with  headquarters  at  Halifax.  Mr. 
Campbell’s  resignation  was  accepted  with  much  regret, 
but  like  Mr.  Hussey  he  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  oc- 
cupying a wider  and  more  responscible  sphere  of  use- 
fulness, and  upon  the  fact  that  he  is  still  working  to  fur- 
ther the  interests  of  the  blind. 

Miss  Clancy’s  resignation  was  due  to  her  prospec- 
tive marriage  and  while  we  regret  the  loss  of  a good 
teacher  in  the  musical  department  we  heartily  wish  her 
a long  and  happy  wedded  life. 
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Mr.  Robert  Rankin  of  Norton,  N.  B.,  and  Miss  Mar- 
joiie  Payne  of  Halifax  have  been  appointed  memebrs  of 
the  staff  of  the  musical  department. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  E.  Chesley  Allen  as  Super- 
intendent’s assistant  has  proved  most  fortunate.  First, 
because  Mr.  Allen,  who  is  a teacher  of  ability  and  ex- 
perience, brings  to  the  work  a wealth  of  fresh  enthus- 
iasm which  is  invaluaible.  Second,  because  his  becoming 
a member  of  our  staff  when  he  did  enabled  me  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  several  departments  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  despite  the  resignations  of  several  well-tried 
and  successful  teachers. 

Attendance. — The  attendance  of  pupils  at  the 
school  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year 
but  is  still  far  below  the  average  attendance  of  pupils 
for  many  years  prior  to  the  explosion  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  following  table :

instance  to  the  explosion  on  December  6th.,  1917,  and 
since  that  time  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  labour  many  of 
the  older  pupils  have  been  kept  at  home  to  do  farm  or 
household  work.  A reference  to  our  register  of  possible 
pupils  shows  that  there  is  no  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pupils  and  if  all  young  blind  children  were  attending 
the  school  our  buildings  would  not  be  sufficiently  large 
to  accommodate  them.  Unfortunately  our  income  is 
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largely  dependent  upon  the  attendance  of  the  pupils 
and  rises  or  falls  acording  to  the  number  of  pupils  in 
attendance.

Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind. — 
The  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  was  or- 
ganized in  the  Autumn  of  1918  with  its  head  office  at 
Toronto.  The  objects  of  the  institute  are  to  provide 
training  and  employment  for  the  adult  blind,  the  home 
teaching  of  the  blind,  the  prevention  of  blindness,  etc., 
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etc.  The  council  of  the  institute  has  wisely  decided  to 
subdivide  the  Dominion  into  divisions  which  will  be  un- 
der the  control  of  local  boards  of  managers.  Up  to  the 
present  time  four  divsons  have  been  organized  in 
Canada  which  are  known  as  the  Maritime  Division,  the 
Ontario  Division,  the  Central  Division,  including  Mani- 
toba and  Sackatchewan,  and  the  Western  Divsion  includ- 
ing British  Columbia  and  Alberta.  Previous  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  agencies  had  been  established  in  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces with  the  same  object  in  view  as  those  of  the  Na- 
tional Institute.  These  were  the  Maritime  Association 
for  the  Blind  and  the  Home  Teaching  Committee  for  the 
Blind.  These  agencies  had  to  the -best  of  their  ability 
carried  out  the  work  for  which  they  were  established  but 
the  limited  funds  at  their  command  made  it  an  impossi- 
bility to  do  the  work  thoroughly  and  effectively.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  proposal  to  establish  the  Mari- 
time Division  of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  was  given  full  consideration  and  it  was  decided  that 
the  Maritime  Division  should  be  formed  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  local  agencies  carry  on  the  work  of  the  in- 
stitute on  a much  more  extensive  scale.  This  division 
is  to  be  controlled  by  a Board  of  Managers  consisting  ol 
fifteen  members,  four  of  these  to  be  appointed  'by  the 
Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind,  three  representing 
the  Home  Teaching  Committe  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
and  eight  by  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind.  The  first  undertaking  of  the  division  was  to  open 
a work-shop  in  Halifax  where  adult  blind  presons  could 
be  trained  and  employed.  This  work-shop,  which  is  sit- 
uated on  Barrington  Street,  Halifax,  is  supervised  by 
Mr.  Simon  Chisholm,  a former  pupil  of  this  school,  and 
there  are  at  present  nine  blind  persons  in  the  work-shop 
busily  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  brooms. 

A beginning  has  also  been  made  in  the  home  teaching 
work.  Miss  Lexie  Penny,  a graduate  of  this  school,  has 
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been  employed  as  a travelling  teacher  for  the  1 rovinco 
of  Prince  Edward  Island.  Other  teachers  will  soon  be 
placed  in  the  field  and  the  work  vigorously  prosecuted. 
I believe  that  if  the  work  of  the  division  is  successfully 
pushed  it  will  prove  a blessing  to  scores  of  adult  blind 
persons  in  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

Conclusion. — The  deficits  which  have  accumulated 
in  carrying  on  the  school  during  the  past  five  years  are 
proving  a serious  hindrance  to  the  work.  The  current 
receipts  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  current 
expenses,  therefore  we  cannot  hope  to  reduce  our  over- 
draft at  the  bank  from  current  revenue.  Under  these 
circumstances  I trust  this  matter  will  receive  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  Board  at  an  early  date  and  that 
some  method  will  be  devised  for  making  provision  for  our 
financial  responsibilities. 

In  closing  let  me  express  my  appreciation  of  the  in- 
terest taken  by  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  welfare  of 
the  blind  and  my  hope  that  the  financial  outlook  of  the 
school  may  in  the  near  future  be  bright  and  promising.
